DECLARE ASHBURN 
EVADED SERVICE

ST. LOUIS, March 27.—Colonel T. 
Q. Ashburn, director of inland and 
coastwise waterways of the war de­ 
partment who Sunday seized 
four 
towboats and eleven of the nineteen 
barges of the Goltra barge line, be­ 
fore a temporary restraining order 
was issued forbidding the 
seizure, 
has evaded service, 
according 
to 
Deputy United States Marshal Ken­ 
nedy, who returned today from Ste 
Genevieve, -Mo., where he attempt­ 
ed to serve Colonel Ashburn with 
the court order. 
The deputy marshal left St. Louis 
yesterday, armed with a summons 
for Colonel Ashburn to appear 
in 
court today for the hearing on the 
order, shortly after Colonel Ashburn 
began a trip down the river to seize 
six more barges tied up at Fayville, 
Ills. 
Mr. Kennedy today related the 
government versus government race 
ended last night at Ste. Genevieve 
when he sighted Ashburn, who wras 
pulling over to the Illinois side of 
the Mississippi River. This was out 
of the jurisdiction of the court. 
Mr. Kennedy stated he crossed to 
the Illinois side and asked Colonel 
Ashburn lf he would accept the sum­ 
mons.

Mr. Goltra, who is 
democratic national committee from 
Missouri, obtained the temporary re­ 
straining order on the assertion that 
the seizure was illegal in that it de­ 
prived him of his property right in 
ie boats. 
When the hearing was called today 
Colonel Ashburn was not In court, 
but United States District Attorney 
Carroll, who also was named in the 
order, appeared. At Mr. Carroll s re­ 
quest for time, the hearing was con­ 
tinued until next Wednesday,

Carroll rotated he wanted to get the 
facts in the case from Washington. 
The continuance was opposed by 
counsel for Mr. Goltra, who asserted 
Mr. Carroll w*as fully informed of the 
acts of his “co-conspirators.”

WARSAW, March 27.—When Pre­ 
mier Sikorski 
learned 
that 
Arch­ 
bishop Zepliak, head of the Roman 
Catholic church in Russia, and the 
sixteen priests tried with him, had 
been found guilty by the Moscow 
coart, he sent for Leonid Obolenski, 
soviet m inister to Poland, and in­ 
formed him that the Polish govern­ 
ment and population observed with 
anxiety the soviet attitude toward 
the Catholic church and the Polish 
minority. 
The premier asserted that repre­ 
sentatives of the Russian government 
bad assured the Polish minister at 
Moscow that the “trial was only a 
formality without importance.** 
“The soviet judicial authorities,** 
he continued, “left 
the 
condemned 
men at complete liberty for an en­ 
tire year, arresting them only ten 


days ago. Then they pronounced the 
death sentence to be executed with­ 
in 72 hours. 
The court arguments 
showed the trial to be purely politi­ 
cal. 
“Acting not only as the head of the 
Polish government, but as the spokes­ 
man of the civilized wrrld, which in­ 
dignantly condemn* this unprecedent­ 
ed act of flagrant violation of liberty 
of conscious and the elementary 
rights of citizens, I direct the soviet 
government's 
attention 
to the re­ 
sponsibility it would assume by exe­ 
cution of the sentence.** 
Prem ier Sikorski asked M. Obolen­ 
ski to convey this declaration to the 
soviet government immediately.
